HAS PROHIBITION CAUSED IN- 
CREASE IN CRIME? 

By Harry M. Chalfant 



Recently the Ant i Saloon League 
made inquiry of^ctbe District Attornovs 
of Pennsylvania -"is to whether there 
had been in their respective counties 
an increase or ileerease in crime in 
recent yi'urs. In order to obtain explicit 
information we took the year lull and 
asked fur a coinpiiri-nn with I'.i'ju. In 
comparing these two years it should 
not be forgotten thai we selected the 
bust year before this country began 
seriously to feel the disturbances of the 
war and compared it with the year iti 
which the after effects of the war were 
likely to be most in evidence. 

It should not In 1 forgotten that be 
tween the-se two years there was a large 
increase in population in many of the 
countries under consideration. This 

was especially true of Philadelphia ami 
A licgheny count ies. 

We requested lite District Attorney.-. 
to furnish us the number of cases re 
turned to Court for trial by committing 
magistrates in the two years under con- 
sideration. We received accurate and 
definite reports from thirty counties. 
Two of these were Philadelphia and 
Allegheny. The other twenty-eight 
are fairly representative of the entire 
slate. From the reports received we 
are able to compile tho following tables 
showing the number of cases returned 
by committing magistrates in 1914 and 
in l'J20; also showing the decrease ami 
the percentage of decrease.

In the eleven counties there was an 
increase and in nineteen counties a do 
crea.se. The greatest decrease was 

found in Schuylkill l.'ounty where the 
number of cases fell off from 1,742 to 
!'14. The largest increase was in Beav- 
er County, where there were .'Kil cases 
in ]!*14 us against ■)"(> in 1D20. 

In addition to the above we secured 
reports from 24 counties on the number 
of eases returned for trial for infraction 
of tho liquor laws. The nuuiher of such 
cases in 1914 was 710. In 1!>20, there 
were 544 cases, being a decrease of 22 
per cent. This marked decrease of 
prosecutions for violation of the liquor 
law may mean one of two things, it 
muy menu that there is a greater laxity 
in prosecuting this particular crime 
than there was under the old high 
license system in 1014. On the other 
hand if the vigilance and efficiency of 
the officials in 1920 was on n par with 
that of 1914 it proves that there is less 
actual violation of the law than there 
was under the old high license system.

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THE ECONOMIC VALTJE OF BIRDS. 

THE CASE OF THE ENGLISH 
SP ARROW. 



The Kn^lish or House Hparrow is not 
it nntiw l>ii'l. lull \\:is i n! rotl ucr'l t'rmn 
KiiRlnnil in an unfortunate attempt to 
populate some ritv parks with non-mi- 
gratory birds. 

Xo iluuht lit home this sparrow is a 
useful itizen, lint having no lritural 
cheek in America, it has spread iiere 
beyond all bounds, and has become a 
dangerous enemy to our native birds. 

While the Knfrlish Sparrow does con- 
sume some weed seed in the fall, and 
in rare cases insect pests, yet the 
harm it does far outweighs the good. 
It is the Knglish Sparrow that eats our 
tender young lettuce plants, and nips 
off the tops ot our pens as fast as they 
shoot through t the ground, while its 
destruction of fruit and grain is 
equally serious. 

But while i\o might perhtips o\ er 
look these minor crimes, we should 
never condone the ceaseless warfare 
waged by the English Sparrow on our 
native birds. It has taken complete 
possession of our houses ami gardens, 
our streets and parks, and has ruth- 
lessly driven away our lovely i. •,);.-.. 
bird-life to the serious detriment of 
our gardens, shrubs and trees. 

The birds which have suffered most 
are those which would naturally nest 
around our houses, the Bluebirds, Pur- 
ple Martins, Wrens, Barn Swallows, 
Orioles and Yireos. These have been 
driven away, and in some cases their 
numbers greatly reduced by the de- 
struction of their nests. The Kohin 
and Blackbird alone seem able to hold 
their_own in this constant conflict. 

So we waken each morning to the 
harsh pries of this unwelcome guest in- 
stead of the songs of Bluebird and 
Thrush, and our trees show the loss 
of their faithful little guardians. 

In a town in Central Pennsylvania 
which was infested with English Spar- 
rows there was scarcely a tree or shrub 
that did not show some plant disease. 
Efforts were made to attract song-birds 
by providing nests, hut though Blue- ; 
birds and Wrens tried repeatedly to 
occupy them, they were always driven 
off by the Sparrows.

.-un I shipped to Europe by September, 
or it will arrive late. The American 
Friends' Service Committee of No, ^D 
South Twelfth street, Philadelphia, 
Pa., appeals to the American public to 
send tlieni without delay at least a 
million dollars' worth of clothing. It 
"ill be used in Poland, Vienna, Ger- 
many, or Russia, according to the 
«i*dic>s of the donors, which will be 
scrupulously followed. Clothing nrriv 
i ng unallocated will be distributed ne- 
cording to the relative needs of the 
countries mentioned. 

What is needed; Knitted garments, 
such as tilled the leisure hours of the 
uoinen of America during the war; 
si'eiiiid-haiid clothing that is strong 
ami clean and serviceable, and worth 
paving freight on to Europe, and shoes 
in good condition, for all ages, and par- 
ticularly shoes with low heels and 
! wide toes; baby clothing in unlimited 
! cpiant it ies; yarn, in order that the 
i uomoii of Europe may also knit for 
i t aeinscU es; leather which the cob 
lilers of Europe may make into shoes; 
n ii t- lit cloth in enormous quantities, 
siieli as dross materials, suitings, flan- 
nelette, etc. 

The spasm .if generosity that pos- 
sessed America during the war has un- 
doubtedly eh en way to a reaction. 
Christians are taking a vacation. They 
dn not reulizi that the einereeiicv in 
Kuriipe. as lar as. clothing is con- 
cerned, has increa-ed rather than di- 
minished. Will our women rest on their 
porches this sun mer in -o! f ~at istiial 
.■out cmplat i"ii ol past labors, or will 
'hey rise to this need.' Will the men 
who read these words dig deep into 
their pockets cmee more, sn thai 
i|iinte supplies of raw materials 
ready made garments n.riy be 
iha.-i'd: Low must go into this ,.crv ■ 
h-e. Every stitch should be taken with 
imagination that perceives why it js 
taken and feels for the prospective re 
lipioiit; every garment, now as in the 
war. should be dispatched with a pray- 
er. Women's sowing circles, as well as 
individuals everywhere, are asked to 
cooperate with the Friends in a wlode- 
lieaited effort to prevent the repetition, 
in any or all of the countries where 
the Friends are working, of the great, 
suffering which prevailed in Europe dur- 
ing the pn.st winter. 

Boxes, Imles and [inckages, as soon 
as the.* are ready, may be sent to the 
American Friends' Service Committee 
storeroom, Fifteenth and Cherry streets, 
Philadelphia, Pa. They will be shipped 
from here, as fast as they accumulate, 
to the country for which you designate 
them.
